It’s like coming home

PORT COLBORNE - Pat 
Hudak recalled arriving at 
the school in 1987, soon after 
learning he'd been hired as 
principal of Lakeshore Catholic 
High School. 

Hudak had been working as 
the vice-principal of Fort Erie 
Secondary School, but joined 
the Catholic board to take the 
helm of the new school. 

It was still months before 
the school was to open, and 
the school had sat empty since 
the public board, then knowns 
as the Niagara South Board of 
Education, closed Lockview 
Park Secondary School the 
previous spring. 

Hudak wanted a good look 
at the empty building, explor¬ 
ing the facility that would be a 
second home to him until his 
retirement about eight years 
later. Eventually, he found an 
old chair and a desk left behind 
by the building’s former 
occupants. 

Hudak laughed as he 
recalled claiming the discarded 
furniture to temporarily fur¬ 
nish his new office. 

That was the beginning of 
a vibrant new school for Port 
Colborne, a school that has 
grown substantially in 25 years. 
Lakeshore now has about 1,100 
students walking its hallways, a 
far cry from the population of 
303 students when it opened 
its doors in September 1988. 

It has undergone two expan¬ 
sions since then to accommo¬ 
date its growing population. 

Hudak was principal during 
the first major renovation in 
the early 1990s. Prior to that 
expansion, he said there were 
26 portable classrooms set up 


on the school grounds. 

He recalls being assured that 
noneofthe portables would be 
required following the reno¬ 
vation, but within a very short 
time those portables were back 
as the school’s population con¬ 
tinued to grow. 

There are currendy 10 por¬ 
table classrooms behind the 
school, and plans for another 
$5.5-million expansion are 
now in development, he said. 

Rather than designing 
school facilities to accom¬ 
modate students for years to 
come, he said school boards 
are required to build facilities 
only for existing enrollment. 

In the years since his retire¬ 
ment, Hudak has not been a 
stranger to the facility where 
he wrapped up his career as an 
educator. 

Following his retirement, 
Hudak remained busy offici¬ 
ating at high school football 
games throughout Niagara, 
a volunteer position that 
frequently led him back to 
Lakeshore. 

He said he always enjoyed 
returning to the high school. It 
gave him an opportunity to see 
old friends still teaching at the 
school, he said. 

He shared a few of his 
thoughts about the school’s 
25th anniversary during an 
interviewwith The Tribune. 

Q: Why was Lakeshore 
established? 

A: There were a lot of stu¬ 
dents from south Niagara 
communities riding the bus 
to Notre Dame. Taking over 
the former Lockview Park 
Secondary School helped 
relieve the pressure on Notre

Then there are polls showing NDP leader-in- spirit Olivia 
Chow could take out Rob Ford for the Toronto mayoralty. 

Despite Ontario’s horrible finances — and the fact 
Premier Kathleen Wynne didn’t address the debt once in 
her leadership debates — voters still aren’t gravitating to PC 
Leader Tim Hudak. Yet according to an Abacus Data poll from 
February, jobs, the economy and debt are the top concerns of 
Ontarians.

Firebomb victim wants to carry gun 


OTTAWA - A Port 
Colborne man is seeking a 
rarely-issued permit to carry 


Ian Thomson’s home was 
firebombed by four men in 
August 2010 and last week 
the ringleader of the fire¬ 
bombing, Randy Weaver, was 
released from prison. 

“I cannot rely on police 
for any kind of protection,” 
Thomson told Sun News’ 
Byline program Monday. 


Thomson, a former firearms 

after the fir'ebombing for firing 
warning shots at his assailants. 
He was acquitted last January 
shortly after Weaver was sen¬ 
tenced to prison. 

Thomson has also received 
threats from a neighbour who 
is seen on surveillance tape 
threatening to shoot him in 
the leg before yelling, “Come 
here. I’ll blow your f---ing

Defence attorney and fire¬ 
arms law expert, Ed Burlew, 
who defended Thomson in 
court, said that these permits 
should be easier to obtain. 

"When you are faced with a 
person who is a known assail¬ 
ant and are faced with a pres¬

In order to be granted the 
permit, Thomson must first 
convince Ontario chief fire¬ 
arms officer Chris Wyatt that 
he deserves to submit an 


application. 

“They guard those appli¬ 
cations,” Burlew told QMI 
Agency. 

If Thomson is granted an 
application he then needs 
his local police force to agree, 
essentially admitting that 
they cannot protect one of 
their citizens. 

“I have asked them and I 
was told that I’m not going 
to get one,” Thomson said of 
his conversations with the 
Niagara Regional Police.

WARTS 


Warts are a common viral skin infection caused by human papilloma viruses. In general warts on the 
hands and feet are harmless and most resolve on their own. However, they can cause embarrassment 
and some discomfort. There are a couple of over-the-counter (OTC) remedies that work well to 
treat these kinds of warts. 

Infection with HPV occurs with skin-to-skin contact. Warts are caused by viruses and are 
passed from person to person. A common way of contracting the virus is by walking barefoot in 
public pools, showers etc. 

About 30% of warts clear spontaneously in six months and 65% to 78% clear in two years without 
any treatment. However, most people would like to resolve warts more quickly than this. Salicylic acid is 
a first line OTC option. This medicine slowly destroys virus-infected skin and may stimulate the immune 
response of the person infected through mild irritation, which in turn helps clear the infection. There 
are a number of salicylic products available. They range in concentration from 17% to 40%. A 40% 
product should be used for plantar warts. The use of salicylic acid on facial warts is not recommended 
because of a potential risk of hypo- and hyperpigmentation (skin discolouration). 

There is a bit of a regimen to follow with salicylic acid products. Before treatment the warts 

be used to remove dead tissue. The salicylic acid treatment should then be applied. Treatment may 
need to be continued for up to 12 weeks. If the wart causes pain, patients can take acetaminophen 
or ibuprofen for the discomfort. Examples of OTC salicylic acid wart removal products include 
COMPOUND W, DR. SCHOLL'S CLEAR AWAY PLANTAR, and DUOFILM WART REMOVER. 

destruction so that the individual mounts an immune response against the virus. Doctors typically use 
liquid nitrogen which freezes tissues to -196°C. There are also home cryotherapy systems available. 
These contain dimethyl ether and propane (DMEP). Examples include DR. SCHOLL'S FREEZE AWAY 
WART REMOVER, Or,COMPOUND W FREEZE OFF. Evidence shows DMEP and liquid nitrogen are fairly 
similar in efficacy. After application of cryotherapy a blister is formed under the wart. The frozen skin 
and wart falls off after about ten days and reveals newly formed skin underneath. It is recommended 
that OTC cryotherapy only be repeated three times usually in ten day intervals. 

The use of duct tape as a wart treatment has gained popularity. By putting duct tape over the wart 
they think the virus is deprived of oxygen which causes irritation and stimulates the immune response 

week later. Scrubbing the area with an emery board and leaving it open over night. Then reapplying 
duct tape. Silver duct tape has been shown to be more effective than clear duct tape, possibly 
because of the adhesive. 

for their warts. Also, genital warts must be treated by physicians and are not suitable for treatment 
with OTC methods. 

In general OTC wart treatments are effective, however, it may take several weeks for the wart to 
he removed. For proper selection of a treatment method come in and speak to your pharmacist.
